WAR NURSES’ RECORD 
SHOWS BRAVE SERVICE. 


NUMBER OF WOUNDED MEN 

CARED FOR OUT OF PRO- 
PORTION TO STAFFS.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Of 10,- 
245 members of the Army Nurse 
Corps who saw service overseas, 
266 died and three were wounded 
in action, according to a report on 
the work of the nurses on the west- 
ern front made to the Surgeon- 
General by Miss Julia C. Stimeon, 
director of the army overseas nurs- 
ing service. In speaking of the 
ee of the nurses, Miss Stimson 


“From July 18 to November 11, 
1918, the amount of work done was 
such that no pratse would be great 
enough. It was not at all uncom- 
mon for nurses to work fourteen to 
eighteen hours u day for weeks at 
a time and some hospitals with only 
seventy or eighty nurses cared for 
patients to the number of 2100. One 
hospital had 500 patients at one 
time with seventy nurses to take 
care of them. There were many 
other hospitals with equally dispro- 
portionate figures. Officers, nurses 
and men worked themselves to the 
limit of physical endurance and 
that limit was beyond any which 
might be expected of human de- 
ings.” 


When the armistice was signed 
there were 184.421 American 801 
diere occupying hospital beds in 153 
base hospitals, sixty-six camp hos- 
Pitals and twelve convalescent hos- 
pitals, with about ©9825 nurses short 
of actual needs. It is interesting 
to note conditions at centers where 
the largest number of patients were 
received. 

At Mesves center the “peak” was 
reached November 16 with 20,186 
patients in ten hospitals cared for 
by 394 nurees. At Alleres on No- 
vember 17, in six hospitals 870 
nurses had the care of 17,149. 
Mars on November 16, had 14,302 
patients in six hospitals with 493 
nurses to look after them. In seven 
hospitals at Toul. on the 28th, 320 


nurses were looking after 10,963 
patients
